4 finalists vie for MacArthur's largest-ever grant

Some key differences be- 
tween “Shark Tank,” the hit 
reality show airing on ABC, and 
100&Change, the first-of-its- 
kind MacArthur Foundation 
grant competition that saw its 
version of a final four present 
their ideas before a Chicago 
audience Monday: 

“Shark Tank” is about bring- 
ing a product to market, a new 
twist on the paper clip or some 
such. 100&Change is a quest for 
a solution to a global problem 
worthy of the Chicago charity’s 
largest-ever grant of $100 mil- 
lion. 

“Shark Tank” ideas have ne- 
ver been pitched by a Muppet 
developed to help children in 
Jordan learn to read and write. 
The stage of 100&Change, in a 
ballroom at the Loews Hotel,

kids in orphanages overseas. 


was visited by Tonton, who 
came on with her puppeteer to 
tell of a refugee girl from Syria 
she befriended — and to argue 
for the early childhood educa- 
tion project backed by Sesame 
Workshop and the Interna- 
tional Rescue Committee, 


founded by Albert Einstein. 
“Shark Tank” has competi- 
tors pitch to a panel of judges, 
who then grill them on the logic 
and utility of their ideas. The 
finalists’ round of 100&Change 
was more like a TED talk, with 
presenters detailing, in se- 
quence, their plans for fighting 
malnutrition, infant mortality 
and unscrupulous orphanages 
and for bringing the world 
much more “Sesame Street” to 
boost child development.

After bomb attack, 
president calls for 
immigration reforms

NEW YORK — The suspect in 
abomb attack in New York City’s 
transit system Monday 
told investigators he 
had been inspired by 
Islamic State’s recent 
call for attacks in West- 
ern cities around the 
Christmas holidays, a 
federal law enforce- 
ment official said. 

The suspect, identi- 
fied as 27-year-old 
Bangladesh native 
Akayed Ullah, was injured by the 
explosion and in custody after 
authorities said he detonated a 
makeshift pipe bomb near Times 
Square that also left four other 
people injured and snarled Man- 
hattan transit. 

President Donald Trump 


Ullah 


cited the suspect as an argument 
for his crackdown on legal as 
well as illegal immigration, after 
the administration said the man 
entered the country in 2011 ona 
family immigrant visa. 

“Today’s attempted mass 
murder attack in New York City 
— the second terror attack in 
New York in the last two months 
— once again highlights the 
urgent need for Congress to 
enact legislative reforms to pro- 
tect the American peo- 
ple,” Trump said in a 
statement. 

White House press 
secretary Sarah Huck- 
abee Sanders asserted 
that the attack could 
have been prevented if 
the U.S. had canceled 
the ability of American 
citizens to sponsor 
relatives for visas, 
which the president calls chain 
migration.

Former president, VP 
join Trump in taping 
robocalls ahead of vote

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. — Na- 
tional political leaders made 
last-ditch efforts to woo voters in 
the Alabama Senate race Mon- 
day, as the candidates made their 
final arguments in a pivotal 
special election that has at- 
tracted more than $41 million in 
spending. 

Former President Barack 
Obama and former Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden recorded robo- 
calls for Democrat Doug Jones, 
while President Donald Trump 


recorded an appeal for Republi- 
can Roy Moore. 

“Tf Alabama elects liberal De- 
mocrat Doug Jones, all of our 
progress will be stopped cold” 
Trump said in his recorded 
message. 

The stakes were high for both 
parties, as the outcome will likely 
set the stage for the 2018 
midterm elections. A win in the 
Deep South for Democrats, the 
first in an Alabama Senate race 
since 1992, would be a rebuke to 
Trump and his former adviser 
Steve Bannon, who have pro- 
moted Moore over the objections 
of establishment Republicans. 

A win for Moore, by contrast, 
could weaken the hand of main- 
stream Republicans, who have

After watching his beloved 
black lab Annie fall into icy water 
during a walk Sunday afternoon, 
Homewood Mayor Rich Hofeld 
knew he had to go in after her. 

That rescue spurred another 
when the 80-year-old Hofeld — 
Homewood’s mayor since 1997 
— fell through the ice while 
reaching for his dog. With the 
help of a not-yet-identified jog- 
ger and a rescue dive team, he 
was pulled ashore and was 
recovering Monday after an 


overnight hospital stay. 

Hofeld said he and his wife 
were at Izaak Walton Preserve in 
Homewood, walking their three 
black labs, when he saw that Annie 
had wandered onto a frozen lake 
and fallen through the ice. 

“She was swimming around in 
cold water, just looking at us,” 
Hofeld said. 

The mayor had left his cell- 
phone in his car and couldn’t 
summon help for the dog, so he 
had to attempt to rescue her. 
“The fact of the matter is, they’re 
family,” Hofeld said of his dogs. 

Hofeld took off his jacket and 
went onto the edge of the ice. He 
said he grabbed Annie’s collar 
and was pulling her onto the ice
